IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend Claim 21 as follows: 

— 21 • (twice amended) Isolated DNA that hybridizes under 
* stringent conditions with a polynucleotide encoding human 
/ a platelet derived growth factor protein, but not 8 platelet- 
derived growth factor receptor protein^ wherein said 
polynucleotide is the cDNA insert contained in plasmid pHFl, 
deposited under ATCC accession No. 75058. — 
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
